Counterfeit identification in alias, not backstopped or authorized, for 
flash use only as opereronet cover (security or roneten intelligence 
operations). 
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Entry under search warrant for search or installation of audio 
transmitter in instances where CIA employees are suspected of 
serious security violations and/or espionage. 

Conduct of mail surveillance of international mail (1) originating 
outside US and addressed to non-US addresses, (2) originating in 
Communist Bloc countries addressed to persons resident in US, 
(3) originating in US but addressed to Communist Bloc countries. 


Mail surveillance of CIA employees suspected of security breach 
or espionage, with authorization of AG. 


Mail cover and/or intercept of alien residents who are the subject 
of foreign intelligence or counterintelligence operations. 


Illegal and Improper 


Unauthorized telephone taps. 
Surreptitious entry without search warrant. 


Counterintelligence programs directed against American targets 
(other than CIA employees, as noted above). 


Preparations for support of foreign coup not authorized by legal 
authorities. | . 


Preparation for assassination abroad. 
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
